son made the following report: 


'I herewith submit for your con- 


sideration my fourth annual report 
of the Portsmouth fire department 
for the year ending April 1, 1899. 
The 
equipment consists of two 


steamers, two hoae reels, one arial 
hook and ladder truck in first class 
condition. There are eleven horses 
in the department, all of which are 
in (good condition except one, the 
horse being nsed in the 
chief's 


wagon and patrol wagon service. 
There are 3,600 feet of first class hose 
in the department, and 600 feet of 
second class hose not fit for fire ser- 
vice. There is stored in the various 
old fire department 
houses four 


hand reels, one horse reel and the 
old ladder wagon, not fit for service. 
The Seventh street house is in first 
class condition 
in every respect. 


The Gallia street house is in good 
condition with the exception of the 
ground floor, which should be re- 
newed as early as consistent. When 
this is done the sanitary condition 
should be improved. This can be 
done by giving the north end of 
floor m>re elevation. There were 90 
alarmsdafing the year: Engine Co. 
No. 1 responded to 47; Engine Co. 
No. 2 to 43. Hook and ladder truck 
responded to 64 alarms. The de- 
partment laid during the year 23,- 
550 feet of hoie, a Bed 605 leet of lad- 
der and 36 charges of chemical*. 
The patrol wagon has responded to 
125 calls, handled 178 prisoners and 
wai called 27 times for ambulance.

To improve Gallia street by grading and 


paving same from the East side of North 
Waller street to the West Side of Young 
street. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the 


City of Portsmouth as follows : 


Section 11. That Gallia street from the 
East side of North Waller street to the West 
aide ot Young street be improved by grading 
to the established grade, paving the roadway 
with vitrified or hard burned brick, setting 
curbs and gutters, and constructing the 
necessary culverts, drains and retaining walls 
in accordance with the resolution to improve 
the same, adopted by Council on the lat day 
of March 1899. 


Section 2. That the cost and expense of 
said improvement, less the cost and'expense 
of improving street and alley intersections 
and one fiftieth (1-50) of the entire cost and 
expense.and such further sum as the council 
may elect to collect by general taxation 
shall be levied and assessed on the abutting 
and such adjacent and cpntiguious or other 
benefltted lots and lands in tbe corporation 
in proportion to the benefit which may re- 
sult from the improvement. 


Section 3. Said assessment shall be paya- 


ble in ten (10) annual installments, if de- 
ferred, and the same collected as provided 
by law and the assessing ordinance hereafter 
to be passed, and bonds shall be issued in 
anticipation of the collection of said a-sess- 
ment, unless the property owners pay the 
same before such issuance. 


Section 4. That the cost and expense of 
that pnrt of the improvement that li>s be 
tween the outer rails of the track of the 
street railway company shall be levied and 
assessed against the said street railway com- 
pany, its tight of way and frftncmre, anil the 
same shall be col ected as provided by Itiw, 
and the assessing ordinance hereafter to be 
passed. 


Section 5. The City Clerk is directed to 


advertise, according to law, for sealed pro- 
posals for the construction of such improve- 
ment. 


Section 6. This ordinance shall take ef- 


fect and be in force from arid after Us pass- 
ago and due publication thereof.
